WARNING TO TOURISTS. 


We extract the following letter addressed 
to the editor of the “New York Herald” (Paris 
edition) “a titre de curiosité” :— 

I determined last year, after a long sojourn 
in Egypt, to send this season a word of warn- 
ing to my eountrywomen who intend to go 
there. 

It concerns the deceptions practised upon 
travellers, and the false information given in 
order to made them spend money, and spend 
it as the guides and dragomen wi-h. For 
instance, I was told in Cairo that I could not 
go to the Oasis of the Fayoum, unless with a 
gaide and tents to camp ont. I had given up 
the trip on this account, being alone with my 
maid. By accident, I found out that I vould 
go by train from Cairo to Medinet-el-Fayoum 
in three hours, and seeing that I could risk 
it and get back to Csiro that evening, if 
there was no hotel, | started. I found a fairly 
comfortable hotel at Medinet, Hotel Karoun, 
where the proprietor spoke English, and pro- 
videi guides, donkeys or carriages for the 
excursions. I spent three days at Medinet 
and regretted much | could not stay a week 
at the queer little hotel in tents at Lake 
Moeris. 

I could give many, instances like these, at 
each stopping place, for a most powerfal ring 
owns the country apparently, and the traveller 
only finds ont the things he might have done 
when his time is up and his money wasted. 

I will add that a guide is of little nse in the 
city of Cairo, anda walk through the native 
part of it far more interesting it one is without 
one, Ia the bazaars you pay double and yon 
are harried through the mosques and palaces. 
Not to mention the false and cooked up infor- 
mation poored ovt on you, which distracts 
from tha contemplation of some of the most 
interesting and beautiful things now left in 
the world.

CUSTOMS RETURNS FOR OCTOBER. 


Our total imports for October represented 


|L.E 2,721,461, an increase of L.E. 216.911 


over those for October, 1905. The total for 
the ten months ended on October 31 is L.E. 
19,186,097, a riee of L.E. 1,95°,688 from 
L.E. 17,221,409, which was the total for the 
same period Jast year. Of the total of L.E. 
2,721,461 for last month, Great Britain’s share 
was L.E. 886,447, Germany, L.E. 145,383 ; 
Aastria-Hongary, L.E. 197,280; France, L.E. 
299,486; Greece, L.E. 27,953; Italy, L.E. 
134,523 ; Taorkey, L.E. 388 964; Russia, LE, 
89,263 ; “other countries,” L.E. 603,562. 

The chief items of import during the month 
were: live stock, L.E. 148.795; cereals, LE, 
414,178 ; coal and wood, LE. 342,351 ; tex- 
tiles, L.E. 753,406 ; metals, LE. 466,853. 
In coal, metals, and textiles, Great Britain 
has the lion’s share, being reepectively L.E. 
142,820, L.E. 194,957, end LE. 419.594 ; 
cotton yarns figuring for L.E. 312,222. In 
live stock and animal produce, as also in 
cereals, vegetables, and flour, ‘T'arkey con- 
tributes largely, these being respectively 
L E. 102,491 and L.E. 138,950, her.exports of 
dried truits alone totalling L.E. 58.641. France 
supplied the greatest amount of alcoholic 
liquors and oils, sending as much as L.E.23,637. 
The tobacco import bill for the month was 
L.E. 56,297, beaded by Torkey, which sent 
L.E. 26,090 worth of leaf tobacco, the re- 
mainder of her consignment being of tumbeki. 
Greece followed suit with L.E. 47,279 of:-leaf. 
Great Britain’s tobacco ports to Egypt, 
though small, are chiefly manufactured ; there 
is, we believe, a growing demand for this 
home article, which we hope to see met, 

Torning now to exports, the total for October 
shows the notable increase of L.E. 1,060,183 
over the same month last* year, being 
£2°999,257. Still more striking is this increase 
when compared with the total of September thia 
year, when the total was L.E. 908,336. Most of 
this export went to Great Britain, which took 
L.E. 2,025,003, her imports of cotton amount- 
ing to L.E. 1,682,963 out of a total of L.E. 
2,413,640. It is this factor which largely con- 
tributed to the remarkable increase, and that 
this is going to be a record season is shown by 
the increase of L.E. 938.813 over the exports 
of last October. 

In September, this year, the total exports of 
cotton were L.E 666,645, of which nearly 
half went to Great Britain, or L.E. 374,159, a 
rise on the previous September of L.E. 10,544. 
Cotton seed is also an important item, exports 
being valoed at L.E. 329 339, of which Great 
Britain took L.E 286,091 ; in this also there 
was a rise of L.E. 155,988 over last year. Oar 
September shipments of'the seed were valued 
at L.E. 99,467; L.E. 76,054 worth went to 
Great Britain. 

‘For the ten months ended on October. 31, 
the total exports from Ezypt were L.E. 
26 642,168, as against LE. 14,817,247 for the 
like period last year, a risa of L.B. 1,824 991. 

Our coal import bi'l for Ostober was L.E. 
127,969, the valce of 171,289 tons, as against 
L.E. 116,042 and LE. 150,673 last year. In 
addition to this, there ware 78,9‘8 tons of 
British coal in transit worth L.E. 64,443. Oar 
total imports for the ten months ended the 
30th Ostober were 1,067,260 tous, valued at 
L.E. 801,352, as compared with 934,865 tons 
and L.E. 697,763 in 1905. 

Messrs. Moss’s circalar shows a total import 
at Alexandria from January 1 to November 15 
of 1,149,533 tons, made ap as follows : Welsh? 
615,253 tons; Newcastle, 201,088 tons ; 
Scotch, 102,744 tons; Yorkshira, 165.329 
tons ; othor qnalities, 56,119 tons. The total 
for the same period last year was 953,787 
tong.

BOOTY FOUND AT MONTAZAH.

How these articles came to be spirited cut 
to the desert is a mystery ;for the Bedonins 
have little truck with so fashionable an hotel. 
The only possible explanation is the con- 
nivance of the native domestics.
